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Confirm Swallow is 
not doing 'hard time'

In the July 16 issue of the Antioch News an 
article ran concerning a report from law en- 
forcement agencies that two local men, 
reportedly drug connected, had been sent to 
prison. 

The News received a letter from Marion, 
111. signed with the name of Jesse Swallow, 
one of the men concerned. 

The letter said that, contrary to the article, 
Swallow was "not doing hard time" and had 
"no connection whatsoever with any grand 
jury indictments." 

The article had said that the U. S. At- 
torney's office had neither confirmed or 
denied Swallow's connection- with recent 
drug-related grand jury indictments of local 
people. 

The letter then suggested where to get 
"any information concerning Jesse 
Swallow." 



A check with two of these sources revealed 
that Swallow was convicted in April of 1983 of 
four of the 10 counts related to drug im- 
portation and possession with which he had 
been charged in a federal Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla. court. 

His total sentence, because two of the two- 
year prison sentences imposed were to be 
served concurrent with two other of the two- 
year prison sentences, was four years with 
four years parole. 

According to Swallows' attorney, James 
Reilley of Chicago, Swallow is serving those 
four years at the federal prison in Marion. 

Swallow is in the minimum security (level 
one) section of that prison. 

Reilley reiterated that Swallow had no con- 
nection with the drug indictments from U.S. 
Attorney Dan Webb's office.

NICC to host meet 



"The' sting has been taken out of the 
crisis," said Ruby Holmquist, president of 
the Newport Environmental Action Team 
(NEAT) | an environmental group which has' 
successfully argued for changes in Lake 
County's proposed long-term solid waste 
plan. 

The Lake County Solid Waste Advisory 
Committee (SWAC) has agreed to accept all 
of NEAT's suggested, changes to the final 
draft plan for a long-term solution to the 
'county's waste disposal needs, said 
Holmquist. ■•■« 

When the draft goes before the Lake Coun- 
ty Board later this .month, it will reflect 
NEAT's position that the original plan's 
estimate of landfill needs in Lake County was 
too high. Incineration, through which some 
by-products such as steam could be 
recovered and sold, is the group's preferred 
method over building more landfills. 

The group feared that, based on the plan's 
statements, any landfill firm could easily 
win permits to establish more landfills. 

The group also wanted to direct attention 
to the need to determine the waste flow. 

"The plan as proposed reiterates that the 



county has to do a detailed study to deter- 
mine the waste flow in and out of the coun- 
ty," said Holmquist. 

"It is* understandable that out-of-county. 
municipalities, such as Kenosha, would take 
the low bid and dump their waste in Lake 
County. But, until now the county has 
assumed that the same amount. of waste is 
going out as coming in. But that hasn't been 
verified," said Holmquist. 

NEAT hopes that eventual legislation will 
be adopted which will control the amount of 
garbage which can be brought into the coun- 
ty. :; 

At this time, the group is "pleased. " - 
"We are over the first hurdle which was to 
take the pro-landfill statement out of the 
plan," said Holmquist. ( 

NEAT was formed in opposition to a 
proposed landfill in Newport Township on 
land purchased by John Sexton, Contractors, 
a Hillside sand and gravel company in 
spring, 1983. The group fears that Sexton, 
who has 1,200 accounts for his, operations 
which include rubbish disposal, land filling 
and grading, will turn the property into a 
major landfill.

Eventually, the CUB will 
be governed by a 22-member 
board of directors, with one 
member from each of 
Illinois' 22. Congressional 
districts. 

The board will not receive 
any tax dollars, but will in- 
stead be financed by volun- 
tary contributions of $5 to 
$100 from concerned Illinois 
utility customers.

Chief Justice Burger 
stated that: "Conditioning 
receipt of Title. IV aid on 
registration is plainly a- 
rational, meatus* to improve 
compliance with the 
registration requirement.'' 

He went on to state that the 
law is "a fair allocation of 
scarce federal resour- 
ces} v by limiting Title IV aid 
to .those who are willing to 
meet their responsibilities to 
the United States by 
registering with the Selec- 
tive Service when required 
to do so." 

The legislation (sponsored 
by Rep. Gerald Solomon of 
New York) went into effect 
on Oct. 1,1983. 

Its intent is to make men 
aware of their legal 



requirement to register with 
Selective Service as they 
reach their 18th birthdays. 

To date, 12.4 million men 
have registered ' — which 
represents 98 percent of the 
draft eligibles. 

Pleased with the court's 
decision,. Gen. Thomas K. 
Turnage,. the director of 
selective service, noted: "It 
has always ■ been my 
philosophical conviction that 
a man who accepts the 
benefits of our society must 
also, accept the respon- 
sibilities that go along with 
them, And, registration with 
"selective service is a very 
unintrusive responsibility 
that must be met. To their 
credit, the vast majority of 
young' men have already 
registered with us. They are 
proving to be responsible, 
law-abiding men — I salute 
them." 

Registration is a simple 
process that takes about five 
minutes at any U.S. Post Of- 
fice.

Polley finds TM aides 
many in stress dealing 
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by GLORIA DAVIS ^ 

Living through high school years 
monitored by a father, Warren Polley, 
who was the school principal may have 
been the first lesson in stress survival 
that led Jim Polley into the field that oc- 
cupies 50 percent of his time at age 32. 

He came through those years with 
flying colors as an honor student and a 
three-sport athlete and went on to Coe 
College, the alma mater of another for- 
mer resident of Antioch High School 
that the News has recently featured, 
Air Force Major Bernie Smith. 

In fact it was through the SR-71 pilot's 
urging that Polley went to Coe, 

It was in senior year that Polley first 
learned about Transcendental 
Medita tion( TM ) and credits it w jth get- 
ting him through the stress of finals and 
ultimately the rigors of student 
teaching. 

Polley taught social studies in a 
junior high school in Cedar Rapids, la. 
for a few years and then decided that he 
wanted to teach people about the TM 
that had so changed his life and made 
him a happier person. 

Since the only place one can learn to 
be a legitimate TM instructor is in 
France, that's where Polley spent eight 
months taking the necessary .ac- 
celerated courses, six-and-one-half 
-days-a-weekj-seven-ho'urs-a-day-^io 
: eight months. 

He returned to the U. S. to teach TM 
at the Maharishi International Univer- 
sity in Fairfield, la.. 

From 1976 to 1980 he was in charge of 
the Lake County TM Center until the 
funding ran out. , 

Today, he and his wife, a Milwaukee 
school teacher, live in that Wisconsin 
city where Polley is the chairman of the 
Milwaukee TM Program, besides run- 
ning his own specialty advertising firm. 

Polley credits TM for giving him the 
hardiness and ambition to work on a 
average of 60 hours per week, 30 on TM 
projects and the other 30 running his 
business. 

Polley, a Milwaukee businessman/- 
. educator and Antioch native, will speak 
on "Transcendental- Meditation and 
Stress Management," on Wednesday 
and Thursday, Aug. 8 and 9. The free 
public lecture will begin at 7:30 p.m. at 
the Antioch Township Library, 757 N. 
Main St., Antioch. 



According to Polley, "the Tran- 
scendental Meditation (TM) technique 
is a very simple mental technique that 
reduces stress and develops creativity. 
Scientific research that has been con- 
ducted at over 100 universities and 
research institutions (including Har- 
vard, Yale, and UCLA) verifies that the 
transcendental meditation program 
reduces high blood pressure, anxiety, 
depression, cigarette smoking, alcohol 
consumption, and many other health 
related problems:"

"Recent research on the TM and ad- 
vanced TM-Sidhi program, even in- 
dicates that reversal of' aging is a 
benefit for TM meditators. According 
to the study published in the In- 
ternational Journal of Neuroscience, 
(Feb. 82) a person 50 years old who has 
been practicing the TM technique for 
over five years would have the 
physiology of air average 38-year-old," 
he said. 

"The study showed that short TM 
meditators had a biological age of five 
years younger than the general 
population. In those subjects practicing 
the TM technique for over five years, a 
biological age of 12 years younger was 
noted. In some cases the TM subjects 
were biologically as much as 27 years 
younger," Polley said.
